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Taylor Expected 
To Provide Tight 
Vietnam Command 


Lodge Again Asserts He Is Not 


Candidate For GOP Nomination 


WASHINGTON <4*—Gen. Max- in k ey spots—Lt. Gen. William G. 
Well D. Taylor, who has nev er 
k nown defeat, flies to war-torn 
South Vietnam soon to tak e ov er 
as U.S. ambassador. He is ex­ 
pected to prov ide a single tight 
and unified command ov er U.S. 
civ ilian and military efforts. 
The soldier-diplomat was named 
to the Saigon post yesterday by 
President 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson 
after the resignation of Ambassa­ 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge. Taylor 
plans to leav e for his new post m 
10 days or two week s. 
Lodge said 
he 
was coming 
home to help Pennsylv ania Gov . 
William W. Scranton try to win 
the GOP presidential nomination. 
In Saigon last night, Lodge de­ 
clared: “ I am not a candidate at 
all and I am not going back at 
all in order to conniv e at any­ 
thing for myself. 
I cannot be 
drafted and there are no hidden 
meanings.” 
Lodge said today he doesn’t see 
how the war in Vietnam can be 
an issue in the U.S. presidential 
campaign—“ It inv olv es the Eisen­ 
hower 
administration 
and 
the 
Kennedy and Johnson administra­ 
tions, and the Truman administra­ 
tion.” 
“ In histo ry when y o u’v e had a 
disaster,” Lo dge said, “ then that 
beco mes a po litical issue, ev en if 
the po liticians do no t do any thing 
abo ut it. But o f co urse there’s no 
o utlo o k o f that kind fo r the time.” 
Scranto n said he was delighted 
at Lo dge’s decisio n and added, 
“ This is ano ther big bo o st fo r this 
rapidly ex panding campaign.” 
J o hnso n’s selectio n o f Tay lo r 
fo r the ho t spo t assignment wo n 
stro ng appro v al o f Capito l Hill. 
Demo crats and R e p u b l i c a n s 
jo ined in predicting o v erwhelm­ 
ing Senate co nfirmatio n. 
In So uth Vietnam, Tay lo r will 
hav e under him two o ld friends 


Westmoreland as U.S. military 
commander and v eteran diplomat 
U. Alexis Johnson as his political 
deputy. 
Westmoreland, one of the most 
promising of the Army’s younger 
generals, has been considered a 
“Taylor man" for about a decade. 
Johnson, deputy undersecretary 
of state for political affairs, has 
been close to Taylor for about 30 
years. 
Stepping in behind Taylor as 
the new chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff will be another 
Taylor “disciple,” Gen. Earle G. 
Wheeler, who now is Army chief 
of staff. 
Although congressional reaction 
to Taylor’s a p p o i n t m e n t was 
mostly enthusiastic Sen. Wayne 
Morse (D-Ore.) called Johnson’s 
decision to nominate a military 
man “ a 
calamitous 
mistak e.” 
Morse said he will fight Taylor’s 
c o n f i r m a t i o n in the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee and 
on the Senate floor. 
Most other members of the 
committee, including Chairman 
J. W. Fulbright (D-Ark .) v oiced 
warm praise of the selection. 
Sen. Barry Go ldwater o f Ari­ 
zo na, fro nt-runner fo r the GOP 
presidential no minatio n, made no 
co mment o n the po litical implica­ 
tio ns o f Lo dge’s return. He said 
“ Ambassado r Lo dge is to be co n 
gratulated fo r bearing up this 
lo ng under such adv erse co ndi 
tio ns.” 
New Yo rk Go v . Nelso n A. Ro ck­ 
efeller, who has thro wn his sup­ 
p o r t b e h i n d Scranto n, hailed 
Lo dge’s 
decisio n 
and 
said it 
“ sho uld materially help the mo d­ 
erate Republican cause.”

Kennedy's Journey To Berlin 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A tty . 
Gen. Ro bert F. Kennedy delay « ! 
the start o f a sentimental jo urney 
to West Berlin to day to direct the 
federal go v ernment’s effo rts in 
Mississippi's latest civ il rights 
crisis. 
Kennedy postponed until to­ 
night his scheduled departure. He 
and his wife are to participate in 
ceremonies mark ing the first an­ 
niv ersary of the late President 
John F. Kennedy’s famous Berlin 
speech of June 25, 19 63. 
Kennedy took himself out of the 
running yesterday for one of New 
York ’s Senate seats, thus leav ing 
his political future still in the 
realm of speculation. 
The attorney general is sched­ 
uled to unv eil a plaque Friday in 
Berlin in the square comme­ 
morating his brother's speech. 
The trip also is to include stops 
in Bonn, 
West Germany, and 
Cracow and Warshaw, Poland. 
Kennedy, who was to hav e left 
last night, delayed his departure 
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to co nfer with President Lyndon 
B. J o hnso n o n the disappearance 
o f three y o ung civ il rights work ­ 
ers in Mississippi. 
Kennedy , it was learned, made 
his decisio n no t to run for the 
Senate o nly last week end, against 
the urgings of Democratic lead­ 
ers and friends in New York , fol­ 
lowing the plane crash in which 
his brother Sen.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Impending heart attacks re 
v eal themselv es at least a 
y ear in adv ance and need 
nev er o ccur, asserts an Ohio 
phy sician who has studied 
heart disease fo r mo re than 
18 y ears. 


Heart health is easy — 
just do n’t race y o ur mo to r when 
y o u do n’t hav e to , adv ises Dr. 
Ro bert S. Green o f the Heart 
Research Fo undatio n o f Cincin­ 
nati. 
Dr. Green and his asso ciates 
hav e surv ey ed mo re than 1,000 
heart attack v ictims — o r their 
surv iv ing clo se relativ es — and 
co me up with fiv e co mmo n-sense 
rules fo r av o iding ticker tro uble: 
1. Act y ear age. 
2. Accept y o ur limitatio ns. 
3. Co nditio n y o urself fo r each 
and ev ery new activ ity . 
4. Av o id fatigue. 
5 . Obey y o ur instincts — if 
y o n feel tired, rest. 
The same rules are go o d treat­ 
ment after tro uble has started, 
Dr. Green to ld o ther phy sicians 
at the annual meeting o f the 
American Medical Association. 
Nev er, said Dr. Green, has he 
had a heart case when there 
wasn’t a warning of at least a 
year of a coming attack . 
The warning? 
“You are more tired than you 
ought to be for what you hav e 
done,” Dr. Green said. He calls 
it “pre-heart attack fatigue” and 
div ides it into three stages based 
on time of occurence before an 
attack , sev erity of symptoms and 
duration of treatment necessary 
for cure. 
First appear unexpected fa­ 
tigue, t h e more-tired-than-you 
ought-to-be k ind. If you don’t 
slow down then, there’s suddenly 
“rapidly 
p r o g r e s s i v e 
fa­ 
tigue” and you don’t snap back 
as fast. Then there’s “absolute 
fatigue” when you’re completely 
washed out. 
At this point, if you’re luck y, 
Dr. Green said, you may get a 
stem and painful protest from 
the heart called angina pectoris. 
Or you may drop dead, and 
shock ed friends will say, “Why, 
he seemed in perfect health . . . 
oh, a 
l i t t l e tired sometimes, 
maybe.” 
Dr. Green said it’s all related 
to “ the battle of man for money, 
to false v alues.” 
Relax and reflect, he adv ised. 
“Go fishing — and don’t use a 
fishhook .” 
Diets, drugs, blood thinners, 
ev en heart surgery, Dr. Green 
said, should be regarded as “fads 
of the moment.” He adv ocates 
exercise suited to your age and 
condition.

The PUC has not y et handed 
down any decision from the hear­ 
ing, which is called to learn why 
the railroad has made no mov e 
to restore serv ice in the face of 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
and federal court orders to do so. 
Commission chairman William M. 
Bennett made it rather plain at 
the hearing, howev er, 
that 
he 
felt the railroad had failed to 
make a case. 
The ex hibit which brought on 
the railroad petition was intended 
to show the amount of commer­ 
cial building in the area ov er the 
last three y ears. It was offered in 
ev idence, but was one of a series 
of such ex hibits which Bennett 
brushed off as irrelev ent. 
The railroad’s ex hibit said the 
building figures were supplied by 
the Marin County Dev elopment 
Assn. In a letter filed subsequent­ 
ly with the PUC, Carroll A. Sny - 
ker, manager of the association, 
said the figures 
used 
did 
not 
agree with those of his organi­ 
zation: they were lower. 
Randolph A. Karr, attorney for 
NWP, contended 
Sny ker’s sub­ 
mission was “ highly prejudicial 
as well as erroneous.” 
The railroad’s appeal to the 
Supreme Court is based on con­ 
tentions that sev eral rulings of 
the ICC and the federal district 
court should be ov erturned. The 
ICC denied the railroad’s appli­ 
cation to abandon the portion of 
its main line through the tunnel 
—its San Rafael connection. The 
district court upheld the ICC 
ruling. 
Lakusta said the railroad would 
hav e until Aug. 14 to file briefs 
substantiating the contentions in 
its appeal. The ICC, San Rafael 
and Marin County , and the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail­ 
road, all named as defendants in 
the railroad’s court action, would 
hav e until Sept. 13 to file answer­ 
ing briefs.

Board Agrees 
To $42,000 In 
Road Needs 


Marin County superv isors today 
grimaced, but agreed to pour 
$42,000 of regular county funds 
into a one-shot purchase of heav y 
equipment and trucks for road 
construction. 
The amount was requested by 
County Public Works Director 
Donald R. Frost on the grounds 
that the money collected ov er the 
y ears for replacement of road 
equipment has been unrealastic- 
ally low. 
Frost cut other items in the 
county garage budget, to allow 
the projected tax rate to drop 
slightly , to $2,361. 
The board approv ed budgets 
for the building inspection depart 
ment and for flood control, and 
learned that rev enue for building 
inspection has been slashed by 
the incorporation of Tiburon. 
C o u n t y Administrator Alan 
Bruce, referring to this rev enue 
cut, said that the projected tax 
rate can be ex pected to come 
down by two or three cents when 
final arrangements are made for 
contracting for serv ices with the 
new city in the 1964-65 fiscal y ear. 
The budget for flood control 
showed salaries totaling $31,05 9, 
almost three times that allocated 
for this y ear. 
Howev er, Frost 
said the figure is illusory , be­ 
cause road department engineers 
hav e been working on flood con­ 
trol projects this y ear, although 
the budget did not show it. 
The budget for the county dump 
was approv ed, but a request was 
made that a letter be sent to the

Dr. Robert Kenneth Corbett in 
cool and clinical manner today 
identified a host of personal be- 
ongings of his brother, murder 
v ictim Donald G. Corbett J r., and 
told a Marin Superior Court jury 
that signatures on sev eral credit 
card receipts were forgeries of 
his brother’s name. 
The San Francisco 
urologist, 
witness for the prosecution in the 
slay ing trial, took a long, side­ 
way s look at defendants Robert 
Lee J ones and J ohn Lee King, 
but display ed no emotion. 
Identified were three suitcases, 
one recov ered in Los Angeles and 
the other two allegedly in pos­ 
session of J ones and King when 
they were arrested 
in 
Hawaii, 
contents of the suitcases, a foot- 
high discus thrower statue, and 
a billfold 
containing 
numerous 
credit cards and the receipts. 
Doctor Corbett said the billfold, 
which Dist. Atty . Bruce B. Bales 
said was in King’s possession at 
time of his arrest, was that of 
the v ictim. He ex tracted ov er half 
a dozen receipts charged to cred­ 
it cards of his brother and said 
they showed forgeries of Donald 
Corbett’s signature. 
The receipts were dated from 
March 30—two or three day s after 
the 
Sausalito 
murder—through 
April 1, and were receiv ed from 
inns including the Castaway Hotel 
and the Thunderbird Hotel, both 
in Miami, Fla. 
Another receipt was receiv ed 
in Los Angeles 
Suitcase contents identified by 
Doctor Corbett included clothing 
of his brother, jewelry , a wrist- 
watch, air force computer data, 
a metal cash box , 
checkbooks, 
dog tags, a pilot’s license, and 
a bankbook. 
The doctor testified he became 
concerned when Donald Corbett 
failed to confirm by telephone 
their plans for an Easter get-to­ 
gether at the Sausalito apartment. 
He said he and his wife phoned 
the apartment 
without 
success 
throughout Saturday , March 28 — 
and that Sunday 
ev ening 
they 
drov e to the apartment and knock­ 
ed, but receiv ed no answer. 
Corbett’s body , stabbed 16 times 
in the back, was found in the 
apartment the following day . 
An earlier witness, Mrs. Lucile 
Bruker of 2 Corte Lenosa, Green­ 
brae, testified that while she was 
working with Marin Society of 
Artists in Ross in March, Donald 
Corbett rented two paintings. 
The paintings, taken from his 
apartment allegedly were found 
later in a Sausalito houseboat oc­ 
cupied at one time by the defend­ 
ants. 
Yesterday afternoon, Dr. J ohn 
H. Manwaring, a Marin County 
pathologist, testified Corbett died 
about 48 hours before discov ery 
of his body . He added, howev er, 


the death could hav e occurred 
7 2 hours before the body 
was 
found. Prosecution has contended 
the murder took place the ev e­ 
ning of March 27 . 
Doctor 
Manwaring 
identified 
adhesiv e tape as that used to 
bind Corbett’s wrists, ankles and 
mouth, and said an icepick, intro­ 
duced as ev idence and also al­ 
legedly found in the houseboat, 
could hav e been the slay ing wea­ 
pon. He further testified a .38 0 
caliber automatic pistol prev ious 
ly introduced by the prosecution 
“ could” hav e been the blunt in­ 
strument used to batter the head 
of the v ictim. 
Doctor Manwaring said an au 
topsy disclosed Corbett had had 
about two alcoholic drinks, but 
was far below the 
“ drunken” 
stage. 
Death, he said, resulted 
from the back stabbing wounds— 
with slow blood seepage into the 
left lung—and not from the head 
blows. 
The latter, he added, may hav e 
produced 
total unconsciousness, 
howev er. 
He said Corbett probably lay 
there “ 20 to 30” minutes before 
dy ing.

Ordinances and resolutions ap­ 
prov ed include many which are 
identical with the past county 
regulations. Councilmen are ex ­ 
pected to modify them at future 
meetings to suit the city ’s needs.

MOSCOW (UPD—The Soviet press 
disclosed today that dictator Josef 
Stalin had V. I. Lenin’s embalmed 
body secretly evacuated f r o m 
Moscow all the way to Siberia 
during World War II for safety’s 
sake. 
Enclosed in a special coffin, 
the body was transported during 
the hot July days of 1941 to Tyu­ 
men, Eastern Siberia, about 1,300 
miles from the capital. 
The literary journal Znamya 
said the decision was taken to 
protect the honored remains of 
the Soviet Union’s revolutionary 
leader from threatening Nazi air 
raids.

Kaiser Hospital 
Plan Hearing Set 


The San Rafael Planning Com­ 
mission last night set for July 14 
a hearing on a use permit for 
a Kaiser Hospital and medical 
clinic at Northgate North. 
Permanente Medical Founda­ 
tion plans to build a clinic, and 
later a hospital, on nine acres of 
the site north of the Northgate 
Shopping Center. Directors of the 
foundation voted yesterday to ex­ 
ercise an option to buy the prop­ 
erty from developer Douglas M. 
Christensen, subject to soils test 
and approval of the permit by the 
city. 
A Kaiser spokesman said today 
plans for the hospital have not 
yet been drawn, but it would be 
similar to one built by Perma­ 
nente in Hayward, which is a 
three-story building. 
There will be a hearing on a 
revision of the master plan for 
Northgate North, originally ap­ 
proved for an office building and 
motel-convention center. 
There also will be a hearing 
on a use permit for the clinic and 
hospital, sought by Christensen. 
Commissioners also set hear­ 
ing dates of July 14 and 28 for 
another proposed Terra L i n d a 
project, across Highway 101 from 
Northgate North. 
The proposed project along the 
Highway 101 frontage road, be­ 
tween the Terra Linda Inter­ 
change and Professional Center 
Parkway, includes 8 4 multiple 
residential units, two office build­ 
ings, and a gasoline service sta­ 
tion. The hearing will be on a 
master plan for the project sub­ 
mitted by Charles Beil and a use 
permit for the buildings. 
The commission approved a ten­ 
tative “ subdivision map of Pea­ 
cock Gap Unit 1, at the southeast 
comer of Biscayne and Riviera 
drives, including a 1.8 5 -acre base­ 
ball site offered to the city by 
Draper Companies and a 7 .3-acre 
school site.

Novato Teen-Agers 
Protest Pool Fees 


About 30 teen-agers last night 
protested to the Novato City 
Council at the prices charged in 
the municipal swimming pool and 
hours that the pool is kept open. 
The pool opened Monday. 
During discussion the council 
learned that attendance the first 
two days was between 1,200 and 
1,400 paid admissions. 
The council took no action on 
the teen-agers’ complaint but ask­ 
ed the group to meet with Ed­ 
mund Mahaney, director of parks 
and recreation, to iron out their 
j-oubles. They were also told to 
ask Mahaney to put them on the 
agenda for the first council meet­ 
ing in July if everything was not 
straightened out. 
Warren Laufer, 17, of 1464 
Pastel Lane, president of the 
teen club, was spokesman for the 
group. 
“ We want the council to lower 
the price from 50 cents to 35 
cents with a membership card to 
the teen club,” Laufer said. The 
teen club is sponsored by the 
parks and recreation department 
as part of the summer recreation 
program. 
Laufer also asked that the pool 
be kept open between 5 and 6:30 


p.m. so youths are not charged 
two admissions for one day of 
swimming. It now reopens at 
6:30. 


Mrs. John Machado of 1424 
Dawes Street, who brought the 
delegation to the meeting, asked 
that the pool be kept open con­ 
tinuously during the supper hour 
and close at 10 p.m. instead of 
9:30. 
“ You will get more money by 
letting more kids use the pool,” 
she said in arguing for a lower 
price. 
Councilman J. Wayne Womack, 
who headed the citizens pool com­ 
mittee to get the bonds passed, 
reminded the group that it could 
get books of tickets which would 
then cost 30 cents per swim. 
City Administrator J. Julien 
Baget said that the first two days, 
only 35 books of tickets had been 
sold. 
“ I feel that this protest is pre­ 
mature,” Womack said.

Russ Predicts 
Major Power 
Disarmament 


GENEVA (U PI)—Deputy Pre­ 
mier Valerian A. Zorin today said 
further voluntary cutbacks by the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States in the production of nu­ 
clear explosives is possible even 
though no formal agreement is in 
sight. 


Zorin, who is heading the So­ 
viet delegation to the United Na­ 
tions 17-nation disarmament con­ 
ference, made his prediction at a 
foreign press association lunch. 


He said cutbacks by the world’s 
two biggest nuclear powers on the 
basis of mutual example “ is quite 
possible” although he saw no 
prospects at this time for any 
formal agreement. 


Answering questions, Zorin said 
he did see some hope that agree­ 
ment can be reached on the de­ 
struction of bombers. But, he 
stressed that the western powers 
first will have to agree in prin­ 
ciple to Moscow’s proposals for 
the destruction of all bombers 
before talks on how to do it can 
begin. The United States refused 
to make any such commitment 
beforehand.

County Clerk George H. Gnoss i by Bro emmel to p rop erty owners 
y esterday comp lained that pro - were Insufficient, according to 
test forms on p rop erty valuations 
law, because they did not 
by the county assessor have been1 
p ouring into his office and many 
of them ap p ear faulty , mainly be­ 
cause they do not list comp ar­ 
able p rop erty to show that ap - 
p raisals have been unfair. 
“Some of them just say , ‘tax es 
are too damn high’,” Gnoss re-j 
p orted. “They have no relation j 
to the assessed values.” 
The board of sup ervisors at 
first suggested that Gnoss send 
the p rotests back, ex p laining that 
more information would be need­ 
ed; but County Counsel Douglas 
J. Maloney said such p rocedure 
would p ut the clerk in a ticklish 
p osition, asking him to decide 
on the adequacy of p rotests. 
Sup ervisor William D. Fussel- 
man said he did not believe any 
p rotests received before the as­ 
sessment roll is formally p resent­ 
ed to the board of sup ervisors, 
sitting as a board of equalization, 
would be valid. 
Maloney said he h a s ruled 
liberally on that question. The 
p rotests received early are con­ 
sidered “received” but not “fil­ 
ed.” They will be filed as soon 
as the roll is p resented by As 
sessor Bert W. Broemmel, on 
July 13. 
Fusselman said he was afraid 
an unhap p y tax p ay er could take 
the c o u nt y to court on the 
grounds he had not been given 
a fair hearing because the board 
sp ent a lot of time on invalid p ro­ 
tests and did not have enough 
time for him.

NEW YORK (UPD-To a medical 
scientist, so many penicillins are 
no w co ming o ut o f labo rato ries 
he thinks o f a v ast field o f ripen­ 
ing g rain. 
It’s alarming in a way . “ In 
time the wheat will so rt itself 
fro m the chaff,” said such a 
scientist. But meanwhile “ co nfu­ 
sio n is inev itable.” 
If the scientist is co nfused, then 
what o f the no n-scientist? 


He pro bably thinks penicillin 
is penicillin—that this first o f 
the wo nder-wo rking antibio tics 
is as sing ular as any o ther. No t 
so . There no w are sco res o f 
them and new o nes are co ming 
o ut by the hundreds. 


Dr. Harriso n F. Flippin, clinical 
pro fesso r o f medicine, Univ ersity 
o f Pennsy lv ania g raduate scho o l 
o f medicine, Philadelphia, ex ­ 
plained this asto nishing pro lifera­ 
tio n o f penicillins. 
First there was the o rig inal, the 
pro duct o f the g reen mo ld, peni- 
cillium no tatum. It had a “ face,” 
that is a mo lecule, and so it co uld 
be manipulated chemically . The 


o rig inal became sev eral rather 
than o ne and the mo st useful in 
stay ing bacterial infectio ns in 
)eo ple pro v ed to be benzy l peni­ 
cillin G. 
The chemists also co nv erted 
penicillins into their salts and 
esters, to make them mo re stable 
and slo w their rate o f abso rptio n 
in bo dy chemistry . Then they dis­ 
co v ered the chemical nature o f 
penicillin co uld be chang ed by 
putting v ario us “ precurso rs” into 
the 
mo ldy ferments which pro ­ 
duce it. 


But what really o pened the 
flo o d g ates was the iso latio n o f 
the penicillin nucleus which 
pro v ed to be 6-amino penicil- 
lanic acid. By adding new side 
chains to this nucleus, new 
penicillins can be made in lab­ 
o rato ries in indefinite numbers. 


Flippin was g iv ing members o f 
the Pennsy lv ania Medical So ciety 
an ex pert run-do wn o n all the 
new o nes in the so ciety ’s techni­ 
cal jo urnal. “ So co nfusio n will 
no t be wo rsened, it is v ital that 
ex trav ag ant claims fo r any new 
co mer are no t allo wed to pass 
unchalleng ed,” he said. 
Fo r o ne thing , he said, the co m­ 
po nent which “ sensitizes” so me 
allerg ic perso ns and makes them 
subject to dang ero us reactio ns 
fro m penicillin is in the nucleus. 
Therefo re no penicillin sho uld be 
used in any patient who is “ hy ­ 
persensitiv e” to any o f them. 
He div ided the newer penicillins 
into three g ro ups—three which 
are acid-resistant (they are no t 
destro y ed by sto mach acids,) 
tho se which resist penicillinase, 
and tho se which prev ent the mul­ 
tiplicatio n o f a wider g ro up o f 
sickening bacteria than the o rig i­ 
nal penicillin did. 


Penicillinase is the defensiv e 
masterpiece o f certain kinds o f 
bacteria whi ch o nce were 
kno cked fo r a lo o p by penicillin. 
It is an enzy me which the bac­ 
teria learned to “ make” and it 
renders the o rig inal penicillins 
harmless—but no t the new peni­ 
cillins which “ resist” it.

Brown, who has worked on 
south Southern and Northern 
newsp ap ers, is a one-man news 
bureau for the Times in the 
p icturesque N o r t h Georg ia 
county of Habersham. 
Brown waited until he “re­ 
tired” to g et into the writing 
end of the newsp ap er busi­ 
ness. 
He broke in on t h e 
Florence, Ala., Times doing 
a little of every thing ex cep t 
rep orting . 
Soon afterwards 
he joined the Montg omery 
Advertiser and became state 
editor. 
His later editorial career was 
sp ent in such p ap ers as the 
Birming ham, Ala., Post-Herald, 
the Canandaig ua, N. Y., Daily 
Messeng er, New York Daily 
News and the Long Branch, 
N. J., Daily Record. 
But it wasn’t until B r o'w n 
reached his g olden y ears that 
he finally manag ed to become 
a rep orter — admittedly his 
first love. He went to Atlanta, 
where his son works for a 
newsp ap er, with thoug hts of re­ 
tiring . But Daily Times editor 
Sy lvan Mey er heard of Brown 
and hired him. 
Eventually he ended up In 
the small town of Cornelia 
in Habersham County as the 
Times’ “news bureau.” 
His 
p ortable ty p ew riter livens up 
his hotel room there and the 
cop y he turns out livens 
thing s up in the Daily Times, 
which is p ushing circulation 
in the neig hboring county . 
Brown savg he had to over­ 
come some resistance to rep ort- 


ing the news in Habersham. 
Citiy councils in those North 
Georg ia mountains were not 
used to having a rep orter ask 
about their business, much less 
sit in the meeting s. He was ask­ 
ed to leave on occasions. But 
slowly he beg an to be accep ted 
— most of the time they sort of 
like “ being in the p ap er,” he 
said. 
Brown g els around rap idly 
on his beat. One day he’s in the 
up p er end of the county cover­ 
ing court and the nex t m orn­ 
ing he’s up at four, taking notes 
on a fire in another section. He 
g athers g ossip along the way 
for his column, “Ap p le Bar­ 
rel.”

Re­ 
move the fruit in cylinder form 
by running a sharp, thin long 
blade around the pineapple be­ 
tween the rind and meat, leav­ 
ing the shell intact. One way 
of doing this is to cut from 
e i t h e r end to the half-way 
point, keeping the knife blade 
pointed toward the rind. Push 
the cylinder out of the bottom 
(large) end by pressing from 
the top (small) end. Cut the 
cylinder in h a l f lengthwise, 
then into quarters. Cut core 
from each quarter.

Of National Hero For U.S.

LOS ANGELES OP-You have 


probably never met one. 
They’re noctural, mostly, and 


dwell on mountain tops in silvery 
domes that open only at night. 
But they do come down into the 


cities occasionally, to greet their 
wives, kiss their children and 
pick up fresh supplies. 


You could, conceivably, bump 


Into one. 
If you do and his clothes look 


a little rumpled, it’s probably be­ 
cause they’ve been on him all 
night, neglected while he gazed 
at sights in time and space that 
only his kind can see. 
If you talk to him and his 


words have little meaning to you 
it’s because he thinks in a poly­ 
glot jargon of technical terms in­ 
vented to convey ideas beyond 
the ken of ordinary mortals. 
If he seems like he’s from an­ 
other world—it’s because that is 
what he deals with most of the 
time: Other worlds 


But treasure the meeting — 


you’ve just met a new kind of 
national hero. 
He’s an astronomer. 
The blazing dawn of the space 


age has thrown a sudden light of 
public recognition on this savant 
of the night. 
Once he wore black robes and 


peaked cap, and ordinary folk 
thought he could tell the future 
from the stars. 
When it became a national goal 


to rocket humans into the hostile 
environment of the moon and 
planets,

astronomer 


could plot the trajectories and 
guess what the explorers would 
encounter on their arrival. 
Before the space age opened 


with the launching of man-made 
satellites m 1957, the biggest sin­ 
gle sum of money astronomers 
had ever been given to spend was 
6 million dollars in private funds 
—the cost of the 200-inch tele­ 
scope on Palomar Mountain in 
Southern California. 
Since 1957, about 50 million dol­ 
lars in government money has 
been granted by the National Sci­ 
ence Foundation to Kitt Peak Na­ 
tional Observatory at Tucson, 
Ariz., and the National R a d i o 
Astronomy Observatory at Green 
Bank, W. Va. 
Even greater expenditures are 


planned for a new astronomical 
center being developed by f i v e 
European nations and this coun­ 
try on the peaks of northern 
Chile.

ELEVATOR, PHONE CONTESTS 
Living In Egypt Is Battle Of Wits

CAIRO (WPS) — Egyptians use 
every possible occasion to engage 
In their favorite sport of match­ 
ing wits with each other. It ex­ 
tends not only to haggling end­ 
lessly over prices to “ get the best 
of the bargain,” but even to using 
the telephone and riding in an 
elevator. 


This correspondent was recent­ 
ly descending, in a self-service 
elevator, from an upper floor of 
an office building. Also in the 
elevator was a little man who 
seemed so polite and pleasant 
that I was somewhat amazed at 
what ensued when the elevator 


made a stop at the fifth floor. A 
gentleman waiting there asked, 
before stepping in: “ Are you go­ 
ing up or down?” 


“ Oh no, Effendi,” *he man be-! 
side me said quickly. “ Are YOU 
going up or down?” 


The gentleman hesitated, then 
conceded he was going down. 


“ Ah, too bad, Effendi,” my 
companion said with a triumph­ 
ant smile. “ W E’R E going up!” 
Whereupon the door closed and 
we descended. He beamed proud­ 
ly, clearly expecting me to do 
the same. After all, he had won 
his first round of the day in the 
“ elevator battles” that go on con­ 


tinuously here. 
In using a telephone the rules 
of the outwitting game are a bit 
different. The object here is to 
give the caller as little informa­ 
tion as you can while trying to 
see how much information you 
can get out of him. 
An American woman here had 
this typical experience in trying 
to phone an Egyptian friend: 
“ May I speak to Mr. Ahmed?” 
she asked the voice that an­ 
swered. 
“ Who is it?” the voice inquired. 
“ Mrs. MacKensie. May I please 
speak to Mr. Ahmed?” 
“ What number are you call­

“ I’m calling 44778. Have I got 
the wrong number?” 
“ I didn’t say that, madam. I 
asked who you are calling.” 
In exasperation. Mrs. MacKen­ 
sie demanded: “ Please just tell 
me if Mr. Ahmed is there or 
not.” 


“ Are you calling from Cairo or 
Heliopolis?” she was asked. 
And she would probably still 
be answering such questions if 
she had not finally hung up in 
despair. 
Then there is the coffee proto­ 
col that accompanies the sale of 
products not in the minimum 


price bracket. For a Westerner 
trying to make one last purchase 
before his plane takes off, this 
can be absolutely maddening.

business man whom I was seeing 
off to the airport noticed on the 
way an attractive camel saddle 
in a shop in Cairo’s Oriental 
Bazaar. He wanted to buv it be­ 
fore he left.

“ Good morning!” answered the 
smiling Egyptian. “ You Ameri­ 
cans always begin talking busi­ 
ness without even saying hello.” 
“ Excuse me,” the American 
apologized. “ Good morning. Now 
what about the camel saddle?” 
“ Please! Have a seat. Relax!” 
“ I can’t. I’ve got to catch a 
plane.” 
The shopkeeper clapped his 
hands for his servant. “ Moham­ 


med! Bring the foreign gentle­ 
men chairs. Immediately!” 
We sat down. “ Now,” said the 
business man nervously eyeing 
his watch, “ will you tell me how 
much you want for the camel 
saddle?” 
“ Would you prefer tea or cof­ 
fee. sir?” 
“ Neither, thank you—in view 
of my plane.

Black Market 
Blossoms For 
Coal Miners 


By HEN RI SCHOUP 


BRU SSELS fUPD— In the min­ 
ing towns of Belgium, Turkish 
workers are so prized they are 
the objects of an underground 
‘ recruitment” racket that is 
costing Belgian mine owners 
both workers and money. 
Last year, labor-hungi*y Bel­ 
gium concluded an agreement 
with Turkey allowing recruit­ 
ment of an unlimited number 
of workers there. Since then, 
about 5,000 Turks have come to 
boost the 
mining industry's 
labor force of 63.000. more than 
half of whom are foreigners. 
And each w?eek there are about 
60 new arrivals. 
At first, mine managements 
thought they had found a de- 
p e n d a b 1 e new reservoir of 
strong, willing workers, some 
of whom had worked as miners 
in their own country and all of 
whom showed they could quick- 
| ly adapt themselves to Belgian 
conditions. But recently they 
discovered 
that 
their 
labor 
force was dwindling mysteri­ 
ously, with mines in the Charle- 
roi-Basse-Sambre basin losing 
up to 20 per cent of their Turk­ 
ish recruits within a few weeks. 
An investigation showed the 
men were being enticed away 
by a new kind of racketeer 
who “ kidnaped” workers with 
promises of better working con­ 
ditions and higher pay just 
across the border, in Holland 
and West Germany. 
When police were called in 
to check on the activities of 
these underground “ recruiters” 
they found many of them were 
Turks, used by foreign employ­ 
ers to contact their fellow coun­ 
trymen and persuade them to 
break their contracts. P o l i c e 
even pinpointed their head­ 
quarters, a cafe in Charleroi. 
Th e s e recruiting activities 
have so far cost Belgian mine 
managements an estimated one 
million francs ($20,000). 
A Belgian mining spokesman 
said: 
“ We s pe n d at least 7,000 
francs ($140) per 
i m p o r t e d 
Turkish laborer in transport 
and basic training. This is not 
I counting the housing and so- 
| cial services we provide when 
1 the men are here. 
“ It is obviously a good deal 
! easier for Dutch and German 
| employers to send their recruit­ 
ing agents to Belgium and get 
labor here. 
“ And they are very cunning 
about it. They wait until the 
new arrivals are more or less 
familiar with one European 
I language, 
either French 
or 
! Flemish, and with the job they 


i were hired for. Then they get a 
few men out with promises of 


j better work and more pay. 
! Finally, these men are sent 
i back as “ recruiters” to per­ 
suade their mates to break the 
| one-year contract they have 
j have with us.” 
The management of a mining 
combine in the Charleroi area 
has asked the local court to 
step in, but the legal experts 
I say little can be done except 
| prosecute foreign workers for 
I breach of contract. There is 
nothing illegal about foreigners 
changing their place of employ.

State's Numerous Special Service 
Districts May Need Depth Review 


By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) - The 
special d istrict form of gov ern­ 
ment in California, whereby 
“special” problems not the con­ 
cern of all the tax pay ers are 
cared for, is being apparently 
ov erworked . Nonetheless, there 
is mu ch to be said for this ty pe 
of operation. 
State Controller Alan Cran­ 
ston, in a recent report, noted 
that one d ollar ou t of ev ery ’ six 
reached the coffers of a special 
d istrict when the gov ernments 
of cities and cou nties d ip into 
the tax pay ers’ pockets for the 
annu al take. 


THE STATE HAS 3.342 special 
d istricts, all of them able to 
lev y tax es, and all of them able 
to spend this tax money for 
some particu lar pu rpose. 
These pu rposes range from 
fire protection, flood control, 
recreation, water of v ariou s 
sorts, reclamation, sanitation, 
etc., to highway and street light­ 
ing. 


The special d istricts, and it 
shou ld be noted these d o not 
inclu d e irrigation or school d is­ 
tricts, which are prov id ed for 
u nd er separate sections of the 
law, d ip into the 
tax pay er 
pocket for nearly a half a bil­ 
lion a y ear, and all of the fu nd s 
are from local tax es. 


RESULT IS THAT when the 
tax pay er gets his bill, and fig­ 
u res his assessment against the 
cou nty tax rate, resu lts are su r­ 
prising. The rest u su ally is a 
tax for a special d istrict assess­ 
ment, which the tax pay er d oes 
not know, and sometimes d oes 
not care, ex ists. 
District history in California 
no d ou bt started with the state 
reclamation 
d istricts, 
which 
resu lted in special tax es to 
d ev elop flood ed land , av oid the 
possibility of continu ed flood ing, 
and thereby d ev elop soil for 
general u se. 
It continu ed with the control 
of water, and then with the d e­ 
v elopment of water for both d o-

mestic and general u se. The 
sy stem looked like a good one, 
so the d ev elopments continu ed 
for other area d ev elopments, 
the latest of which has been 
the commu nity serv ice areas. 
These d istricts are au thorized 
to perform almost any serv ice 
for the areas they cov er, and 
were formed particu larly to 
serv e in the stead of a city gov ­ 
ernment. That is, areas formed 
commu nity serv ice d istricts in­ 
stead of incorporating into cities 
to av oid , if possible, establish­ 
ment of a separate city gov ern­ 
ment. Usu ally , the cou nty board 
of su perv isors is the gov erning 
bod y of these commu nity serv ice 
d istricts. 


GENERALLY, the ad ministra­ 
tiv e cost of operating a special 
serv ice d istrict is small, d u e to 
the fact that ad ministration is 
incorporated into the alread y 
established cou nty gov ernment. 
On the other hand , the size 
and bite of tax assessments into 
the rolls may ev entu ally call for 
some ty pe of su rv ey of all spe­ 
cial d istricts, with a v iew to 
combining the operation where 
feasible. 
The general qu estion is wheth­ 
er some of the serv ices prov id ed 
by the special d istricts shou ld 
not be more generalized and 
more of a responsibility of all 
tax pay ers, rather than merely 
a few, at least on a cou nty -wid e 
basis. 
This easily cou ld meet some 
opposition from those d istricts 
which are fu nctioning for one 
area alone.

Tax Withholding 
Cut An Illusion? 


Ed itor, Ind epend ent-Jou rnal: 


The Internal Rev enu e Serv ice 
has recently issu ed a d ocu ment 
(No. 5536) which is a Notice to 
Employ ers, ad v ising employ ers 
that the new withhold ing rate 
tables u nd er the Rev enu e Act of 
1964, effectiv e abou t March 5, 
1964, may not be ad equ ate to 
cov er the income tax liability of 
most ind iv id u al income tax pay ­ 
ers. The d ocu ment su ggests that 
this was intentionally d one by 
the Treasu ry Department in 
ord er to “reliev e employ ers of 
hav ing to make two su ccessiv e 
withhold ing rate changes (one 
for 1964, one for 1965) by mak­ 
ing a one-step red u ction from 
the former 18 per cent rate to 
the 14 per cent rate, which will 
continu e into 1965 and thereaf­ 
ter.” 
In my opinion, it seems d ou bt­ 
fu l that this was the intention of 
the Treasu ry Department and 
the present ad ministration; that 
this was d one for the conv en­ 
ience of the employ ers who are 
the collecting agents for the 
gov ernment of the withhold ing 
tax es from ind iv id u al earnings. 
The fact that the 1964 law re­ 
d u ces tax rates in two steps- 
one for 1964 and the other for 
1965 — wou ld not create any 
fu rther bu rd ens for employ ers, 
bu t wou ld merely requ ire the 
Treasu ry Department to issu e 
proper withhold ing rate tables 
for each of the y ears. As it is 
now, almost ev ery y ear em­ 
ploy ers hav e to refer to rev ised 
tables for other ty pes of pay roll 
tax es. . . . So one more rev ision 
seems u nimportant. 
I believ e that generally most 
salaried 
employ ees 
are 
not 
aware that the increase they 
now see in their pay checks is 
greater than it shou ld be be­ 
cau se the tax that is being with­ 
held from their cu rrent earnings 
is inad equ ate to cov er their tax 
liability for 1964. The d ocu ment 
notifies employ ers that they can 
be of help to their employ ees by 
ad v ising them of this situ ation 
and attempting to ex plain the 
complicated calcu lations that 


wou ld be requ ired by employ ees 
in ord er to av oid a tax balance 
d u e for the y ear. 
. . . We hav e ad v ised ou r 
d octor-clients to tell their em­ 
ploy ees that the simplest way 
for them to correct this wou ld 
be to claim one less ex emption 
than they are legally entitled to 
claim. This, of cou rse, wou ld 
increase the amou nt withheld 
from each pay check and d e­ 
crease the cu rrent “take-home 
pay .” 
I feel it is the d u ty of the 
gov ernment to notify the gen­ 
eral pu blic of this situ ation. 
Howev er, I d o not believ e the 
gov ernment will d o so, and the 
general pu blic will not become 
aware of the situ ation u ntil 
some time in 1965 when they 
file their 1964 income tax re­ 
tu rns and d iscov er that they 
hav e a balance d u e rather than 
the refu nd that most salaried 
tax pay ers are accu stomed to 
receiv ing. 
Coincid entally , the 
v oters become aware of this 
after the Nov ember elections, 
whereas I think the popu lar be­ 
lief of most people is that the 
present ad ministration legislated 
tax laws which pu t ad d itional 
money in their pockets.. . .

army or sit id ly by while the 
Commu nist - inspired gu errilla 
warfare spread s. 
Congressional lead ers warn 
that the Congo will blow u p

when

ou t u nless the U. S. acts swiftly 
to bolster Gen. Joseph Mobu tu ’s 
hard -pressed 35,000-man army . 


WITH THE U. N. command 
abou t to tu rn ov er more than 
10 million d ollars worth of U. S. 
military equ ipment to the Con­ 
golese, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
want U. S. ad v isers on hand to 
see that these arms d o not fall 
into rebel hand s as they report­ 
ed ly hav e in past transfers. 
Secretary of State Dean Ru sk, 
v igorou sly opposed to increas­ 
ing the U. S. military commit­ 
ment, is making one last effort 
to get Premier Ad ou la to re­ 
qu est troops from Nigeria, Ethi­ 
opia and Tu nisia to take ov er 
the U. N. peace-keeping effort. 
Ad ou la is reported ly willing, 
bu t the Congolese army officials 
are balking on the grou nd that 
asking new help wou ld reflect 
on their capability and actu ally 
play into the rebels’ hand s. 
Estimated at 7 ,000, the rebel

U. S. INTELLIGENCE au thori­ 
ties warn that these Commu nist- 
led rebels will be able to wage 
gu errilla warfare in Kiv u and 
North Katanga prov inces for 
y ears u nless their arms su pplies 
are cu t off and basic U. S. and 
Congolese policies are changed . 
One of the most controv ersial 
is the joint U. S.-Congo policy 
of cov ertly channeling aid to 
the Angola rebels operating 
from camps within the Congo. 
These forces, which are feed ­ 
ing some of their arms to the 
Commu nist-led insu rgents in the 
Congo, are being equ ipped with 
U. S. weapons, inclu d ing some 
with U. N. markings. 


THE ALARMING ev id ence in­ 
d icates that these weapons were 
tu rned ov er to the Angola rebels 
by the Congolese gov ernment 
after being receiv ed from d e­ 
parting U. N. forces. U. S. em­ 
bassy officials in Leopold v ille 
hav e strict instru ctions from 
Washington not to interfere in 
these operations. 
Becau se of the wid e-ranging 
d ifferences in trad itions and 
cu stoms of the 100-od d tribes 
that make u p the Congo, many 
African ex perts d o not believ e 
this U. S. objectiv e can be 
achiev ed within the nex t 50 
y ears, regard less of the amou nt 
of money the U. S. pou rs into 
that nation.

Or that the black walnut is 
prized for its dark, lustrous 
color and fine grain? 
If all this is news to you, it 
means you haven’t been follow­ 
ing the fillers. You’ve been 
missing one of the delights of 
newspaper reading. 


A FILLER IS the thing a hur­ 
ried compositor grabs when he 
wants to fill a hole in the 
bottom of a column of type. 
Usually a filler is a little known 
fact, something to make the 
reader exclaim: “ Well, what 
do you know!” 
But the variety of subject 
matter has no limit. The little 
paragraphs bring us facts from 
all points of the world. Often 
they deal with the animal king­ 
dom and just as often they 
delve into history, horticulture, 
geography, geology and so on. 
If you don’t read them, your 
store of useless facts will suf­ 
fer. Sometimes the fillers are 
provocative to a degree. For 
instance: 
“ Six-year-old wild chimpan­ 
zees often leave the family cir­ 
cle for two or three days at a 
time.” 


THIS STATEMENT, 
some­ 
what slanderous and suggestive 
if you happen to be a chimpan­ 
zee, is offered without any at­ 
tribution. 
Newspapers 
rarely 
get away with that, except in 
fillers. 
Sometimes the fillers clash. 
These two, for instance, ap­ 
peared in the same issue of the 
I-J: 
“ The way of life on Cyprus 
has changed little in centu­ 
ries.” 


And: 
“ Light industry has been 
expanded in Cyprus in recent 
years.” 
This was evidently the spe­ 
cial Cyprus issue of the I-J. 


BUT 
GETTING BACK to 
those six-year-old wild chimpan­ 
zees, it seems that a yam like 
that needs a headline. It isn’t 
right to drop it in unheralded 
at the bottom of a column just 
because the reporter covering 
the Larkspur City Council ran 
out of gas and could not think 
of another thing to say. (That’s 
never troubled the council.) 
No, those chimpanzees should 
get special treatment. Some­ 
thing like: 
“ Wild Monk’s Three Nights 
On The Town.” 


Jungle.” 


After all, it’s an exciting 
story. Most fillers are, with a 
little imagination. 


WASHINGTON—There are all 
these fellows in the lifeboat.

July 4th Holiday 


Traffic Deaths 


May Go To 550 


CHICAGO UP) — The National 
Safety Council estimated yester­ 
day that between 450 and 550 per­ 
sons could be killed in traffic dur­ 
ing the July 4 holiday weekend. 
This would compare, the coun­ 
cil said, with an average of 425 
deaths for a nonholiday weekend 
of identical length in July. 
The council defined the holiday 
travel period as extending from 
6 p.m. local time Thursday, July 
2, to midnight Sunday, July 5. 
Over the Memorial Day week­ 
end, a period of the same length, 
there were 431 traffic fatalities. 
This compared with 418 deaths in 
a nonholiday period of e q u a l 
length two weeks earlier. The 
holiday toll broke the record of 
371 for a three-day observance set 
in 1958.

also has increased . 


CLOSER RELATIONS 
His ad d ress, first in recent 
y ears by an FDA med ical d irec­ 
to r befo re a natio nal co nv entio n 
o f the AMA, was billed as part 
o f a pro gram fo r clo ser relatio n­ 
ship between the fed eral agen­ 
cy and phy sicians. 
Dr. Sad usk said the FDA “to a 
certain ex tent” can see that ad e­ 
quate safeguard s are pro v id ed 
But, he ad d ed , “We must also 
d epend o n the phy sician to apply 
the principles o f balancing effi­ 
cacy against to x icity at the in­ 
d iv id ual patient lev el. 
“The d o cto r must d ecid e in the 
light o f a d rug’s po tential to x ­ 
icity that its use is warranted 
fo r his patient.” 


LIMITS USE 
Dr. Sad usk ex plained the FDA’s 
recent actio n in allo wing the d rug 
pamate to retu rn to the mark et 
und er d rastically rev ised label­ 
ing which limits its use to sev ere 
cases o f mental d epressio n. 
He said a med ical rev iew ind i­ 
cated there was a “highly pro b­ 
able casual relatio nship in o nly 
sev en o f 38 cases o f stro k e amo ng 
patients tak ing parnate. 
“We co nclud ed that it was a 
d rug capable o f sev ere sid e reac­ 
tio ns, 
so me ev en lead ing to 
d eath,” he said , “but that these 
serio us reactio ns were seemingly 
lo w in incid ence. 
“No netheless it remains d ear 
that the use o f pamate calls fo r 
co ntinuing care o n the part o f the 
phy sicians, no t o nly fro m the 
aspect o f selecting patients care­ 
fully but also fro m the po int o f 
careful o bserv atio n and fo llo w- 
up o f the patient.” 
He said the d rug will reappear 
o n the mark et in abo ut six week s.

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oung Germans Are Tiring 
Of Taking Blame For Hitler 


ing in acceptance as y oung Ger­ 
mans tire of taking the blame for 
what they feel was not their do­ 
ing, and as the y ounger genera­ 
tion wins a larger say in the af­ 
fairs of German gov ernment.

BONN (WPS)—Ev er since Ger­ 
many 's surrender in 1945, the 
people of West Germany h a v e 
been told continuously that they 
must atone for the crimes of the 
Third Reich by pay ing compensa­ 
tion to the regime’s v ictims, by 
punishing the guilty , by ex pur­ 
gating the sinister idea of the 
Hitler era and by embracing de­ 
mocracy . 


This was “ the law” during 
the brief postwar occupation 
period, and it has been the 
pronounced policy of We s t 
Germany ’s leaders in gov ern- 
t ment, the churches, education 
j and culture since then. 


Lately , howev er, a new trend 
has been taking shape. West Ger­ 
mans are tiring of attempts at 
self-flagellation and are demon­ 
strating 
resentment 
at 
being 
made history ’s whipping boy . 
This is particularly true of 
West Germany ’s y ounger genera­ 
tion which, with increasing fre­ 
quency , is asking why it must 
atone for the crime of its fathers. 


| 
Say s a fairly ty pical 21-y ear- 
I old student: “ I am ashamed of 
what happened in Germany be­ 
tween 19 33 and 1945 and I am 
ashamed of the fact that my 
father was a Nazi. But what 
more do y ou want? It isn’t 
something I did. Why , for ex ­ 
ample, should I hav e to pay the 
penalty in the form of indem­ 
nification to J ews? ” 


There is hardly a facet of life 
in Germany these day s where 
mounting resentment does not 
display itself. Among political 
leaders, left and right, in schools 
and in the daily press there is 
growing talk about declaring a 
general amnesty for all men now 
serv ing war crimes sentences or 
still facing prosecution before the 
statute of limitations takes effect 
in May 1965. 
War crimes trials, such as the 
marathon 
Auschwitz 
case 
in 
Frankfurt, are being held in near­ 
ly ev ery major city of West Ger­ 
many . The newspapers are filled 
with daily reports about them. 
But most Germans, y oung and 
old, say they don’t want to hear 
about it any more. 
“ Of course the guilty should be 
punished,” say s a 25-y ear-old in­ 
surance salesman. “ But what’s 
done is done. The world should 
let us look toward the future, not 
alway s the grim past.” 
Eev en former wav es of abhor- 
ence caused by the occasional ex 
posure of ex -Nazis in Germany ’s 
civ il serv ice and public office 
hav e now subsided to ripples. 


For ex ample, the nation mere­ 
ly shrugged when the F r e e 
Democratic Party nominated 
Federal J ustice Minister Ewald 
Bucher as its candidates in the 
election (J uly 1) of a successor 
to president Luebke. Bucher 
was a Nazi party member from 
1937 to 1945 and an activ e Hit­ 
ler Youth member. 


Bucher nev er denied his past, 
and has publicly condemned it as 
an act of brash immaturity . Still, 
it Is a reflection of the new atti­ 
tude dev eloping here in West Ger­ 
many that a man with Bucher’s 
record would seriously be recom­ 
mended as a candidate for such 
a high gov ernment post. 
The bite of the refugees and 
ex pellees from the Sudetenland, 
East Prussia, Pomerania and Si­ 
lesia is becoming increasingly 
less dangerous as their bark gets 
louder. Nev ertheless, the b a r k 
has now become so loud that Fed­ 
eral Transport Minister H a n s 
Christoph Seebohm, leader of the 
Sudeten German Association has 
not hesitated to declare publicly 
that Hitler’s 19 38 Munich pact 
with Chamberlain is still v alid 
and that the Sudetenland. “ which 
was robbed from us.*’ is legally 
German. Seebohm receiv ed a re­ 
buke from Chancellor Ludwig Er­ 
hard, but that was all. 


The greatest source of the 
growing resentment seems to 
be the program of restitution 
and compensation to v ictims of 
Nazi persecution. For ex ample, 
the new German attitude is to 
turn a deaf ear to requests by 
persecutee 
organizations 
to 
amend the present laws so that 
an estimated 100,000 Nazi v ie-

tims, who escaped from their 
East European homelands after 
the indemnification law’s cut­ 
off date, be allowed to f i l e 
claims. 


Slogans which read “ 40 billion 
marks for indemnification? Nev ­ 
er!” hav e been found rubber- 
stamped on the walls of public 
restrooms for y ears. They are not 
new. But a federal finance min­ 
ister who equates indemnification 
to Nazi persecutees with welfare 
and insists Germany has no legal 
obligation to pay —as Rolf Dahl- 
gruen does—is new. And he is 


merely reflecting the v iews of his 
constituents. 
“ I don’t see why I should hav e 
to pay tax es to finance 4 billion 
dollars in indemnification,” say s 
a 20-v ear-old secretary . 
When she is reminded that 
she is also pay ing tax es to fi­ 
nance 4 billion dollars in pen­ 
sions to ex -Nazis, she say s 
simply : “ That different. After 
all, they get the pensions for 
gov ernment serv ice performed 
before the Nazi regime or for 
things that had nothing to do 
with Hitler.” 
Views such as these are gain-

A trip to Japan this summer, 
and six weeks lodging with a 
Japanese family, should prove 
interesting for five Marin County 
teen-agers — since none speaks 
more than a word or two of 
Japanese.

8-Day Parolee 
Is Picked Up 
For Murder 


E U R E K A I* — A convicted 
killer on parole eight days from 
San Quentin was charged today 
with another slaying after his 
capture 100 miles from the scene. 
Henry Jones, 47, was charged 
in the fatal beating of Harold 
Pavey, 64, who, police said tried 
to intervene in a violent fight 
between Jones and his wife, Ber­ 
tha, last Tuesday night. 
Jones was captured a few hours 
later by the California Highway 
Patrol and a Mendocino sheriff’s 
deputy as Jones fled south on 
Highway 101. 
Sgt. Gordon Busey of Eureka 
police said Jones admitted killing 
Pavey with a 19-inch-long pipe. 
Police said Pavey, a meat cut­

been a friend of the Jones fam­ 
ily and was at the home when 
Jones arrived. 
Mrs. Jones told police her hus­ 
band beat her unconscious and, 
when she came to, found Pavey 
lying at the foot of the stairs, 
dead.

He was paroled in 1959 but re­ 
turned behind bars seven months 
later for parole violation. His lat­ 
est parole release was last June 16.

said Charles R. Johnson, commit­ 
tee chairman. 
The recommendations will be 
given to the Marin County Airport 
Advisory Committee at a lunch­ 
eon tomorrow at Nave Lanes. 
Johnson said. Recommendations 
by both groups will be presented 
to the county board of supervis­ 
ors when it discusses the airport 
Monday morning, he reported. 
The committee advocated: 
1. Hiring an airport manager as 
a county employee, even if on a 
part-time basis. 
2. Install a north-south runway 
as recommended In the master 
plan. This runway s h o u l d be 
lighted to fill the need of pros­ 
pective business tenants. 
3. Finish resurfacing the present 
runway to create a parallel taxi 
strip, needed for safe operation. 
4. Make some provisions for ad­ 
ministrative office space to con­ 
duct the county’s airport business. 
5. Arrange for a modern fueling 
and service stand. 
6. Surface the new access road 
to the airport. 
7. Provide a parking area for 
cars. The present one is In the 
wrong location and is no longer 
available.

Kaiser Hospital

The 
teen club is sponsored by the 
parks and recreation departm ent 
as part of the sum m er recreation 
program. 
Laufer also asked that the pool 
be kept open between 5 and 6:30 


p m, so youths are not charged 
two admissions for one dav of 
swimming. It now reopens at 
6 30. 


Mrs. John Machado of 1424 
Dawes Street, who brought the 
delegation to the meeting, asked 
that the pool be kept open con­ 
tinuously during the supper hour 
and close at 10 p.m. instead of

Dominican Area Residents Fight Plan 


To Permit Professional Offices On Site

D o mi n i c a n ar ea residents 
jammed the San Rafael Planning 
Commission meeting last night in 
a fight to keep Grand Avenue 
residential. 
An overflow crowd of about 80 
persons appeared to protest re- 
zoning of the former Coleman 
School property at Grand Avenue 
and Linden Lane to permit pro­ 
fessional offices. 
There was standing room only 
when the commission began its 
first hearing on an application by 
attorney William T. Bagley and 
contractor Richard Pellon to re- 
zone the Coleman site from un­ 
classified to an administrative- 
professional district. 
Attorney .John G. Buresh of 257 
Mountain View Avenue presented 
a petition with 411 signatures op­ 
posing the rezoning. 
Buresh said Grand Avenue “ is 
one of the oldest, most venerable 
streets in San Rafael, beautiful 
from one end to the other.” and 
its beauty must be kept intact. 
The time to keep Grand Avenue 
from becoming commercialized is 
now, he said. ‘‘I am opposed to 
the foot-in-the-door, the camel’s 
head in the tent, and creeping 
commercialism ” 
When Buresh pleaded, "Don’t 
dart the downgrading of this 
icautiful area,” the crowd ap­ 
plauded. 
Bagley said the site was essen­ 


tially an island isolated from the 
a d j a c e n t residential neighbor­ 
hood. and that its location dictat­ 
ed zoning other than single fam­ 
ily residential. 
The site would not be desirable 
for residential development be­ 
cause it fronts on Highway 101, 
Bagley said. "You’re not going 
to get first-class residences next 
to the highway.” 
Bagley described the old school 
building, which once housed the 
county library and county offices, 
as an eyesore. 
The first phase of the proposed 
development would be construe-! 
tion of a two-story office building, 
i "residential in appearance,” to( 
I house a law office, a dentist’s of 
fice, an accountant’s office and 
one other office, he said. The ul­ 
timate plan is to construct two 
more similar units on the site, 
but cover only 13 per cent of the 
I square footage with buildings, 
Bagley said. 
Dr. Orville F. Grimes of 1660 
Grand Avenue, president of the 
Community Preservation League 
of San Rafael, pointed out that 
area residents have pride in their 
neighborhood and have worked 
hard to maintain 
its present 
atmosphere. 
Attorney Max Thelen of 199 
Mountain View Avenue said con­ 
struction of office buildings would 
be "a beachhead from Lincoln 


Avenue into the residential area ” I 
Even if it were an attractive 
development, the people will still 
oppose it, he said. "It's a case of 
spot rezoning 
that 
makes 
no 
sense.” 
Paul R. Ciampi of 1417 Grand 
Avenue said there are other areas 
in San Rafael available for such 
a 
professional center develop­ 
ment and therefore it is not neces­ 
sary to encroach into a residen­ 
tial area. 
The commission also received 
a letter from Mother Mary Justin 
of the Dominican Convent oppos­ 
ing the rezoning, claiming 
it 
would add to noise and traffic 
and detract from the beauty of 
the area. 
Mother Justin said her letter 
represented the feeling of 100 Do­ 
minican sisters and an equal 
number of lay faculty members 
at the college. 
Last night's hearing was the 
first of two scheduled on the pro­ 
posed rezoning, but at the close 
of the session Bagley indicated he 
would be willing to withdraw the 
zoning application and take a new 
approach. 
He said he would be willing to 
comply with any controls the 
planning commission might want 
to impose and that he would be 
willing to apply for planned com­ 
munity zoning. 
If he withdraws the original ap­ 
plication, the scheduled July 14 
hearing will be canceled and the 
whole procedure will start from 
scratch with a new application.

Plaints Pouring In 


County Clerk Georye H. Gnoss | 
yesterday complained that pro­ 
test forms on property valuations 
by the county assessor have been 
pouring into his office and many 
of them appear faulty, mainly be­ 
cause they do not list compar­ 
able property to show that ap­ 
praisals have been unfair. 
“ Some of them just say, ‘taxes 
are too damn high’,’* Gnoss re­ 
ported. “ They have no relation 
to the assessed values.” 
The board of supervisors at 
first suggested that Gnoss send 
the protests back, explaining that 
more information would be need­ 
ed; but County Counsel Douglas 
J. Maloney said such procedure 
would put the clerk in a ticklish 
position, asking him to decide 
on the adequacy of protests. 
Supervisor William D. Fussel- 
man said he did not believe any 
protests received before the as­ 
sessment roll is formally present­ 
ed to the board of supervisors, 
sitting as a board of equalization, 
would be valid. 
Maloney said he h a s ruled 
liberally on that question. The 
protests received early are con­ 
sidered “ received” but not “ fil­ 
ed.” They will be filed as soon 
as the roll is presented by As­ 
sessor Bert W. Broemmel, on 
July 13. 
Fusselman said he was afraid 
an unhappy taxpayer could take 
the c o u n t y to court on the 
grounds he had not been given 
a fair hearing because the board 
spent a lot of time on invalid pro­ 
tests and did not have enough 
time for hirn. Maloney said he 
thought he could win such a case. 
As to whether the forms were 
filled out correctly. Maloney sug­ 
gested the clerk write protesters 
asking for additional information 
but saying that a hearing time 
and date would be set for each 
regardless. 
The board agreed to the proce­ 
dure, and authorized Gnoss to 
hire staff temporarily to send 
out the letters. 
A. Leonard Bjorklund Jr. of the 
Sausalito Chamber of Commerce 
asked the board to go on record 
against the cyclical appraisal pro­ 
cedure and seek state legislation 
to abolish it. 
The supervisors refused, saying 
any action now would appear to 
prejudice decisions on individual 
properties in protest hearings. 
Supervisor Peter H. Bchr said 
he is opposed to the procedure, 
but since the state legislature is 
not in session, the question could 
wait. 
Bjorklund also said notices sent 


by Broemmel to property owners 
were Insufficient, according to 
the law, because they did not 
state the time and place for pro­ 
test hearings. Broemmel s a i d 
when he sent the notices he did 
not know the time for hearings. 
The question was referred to 
Maloney for a written opinion.

San Rafael Board of Education 
members last night accused their 
Dixie School District counterparts 
of stymying unification of San 
Rafael and Dixie elementary dis­ 
tricts. 


Discussing a meeting of the 
Countv Committee on School Dis­ 
trict Organization on the subject 
last week, board member John 
M. Bag3haw declared: “ My re­ 
action to this whole thing is that 
Dixie has to make up its mind. 
. . . We have the tax resources. 
We are supplying the service. . . . 
Economically it seems unsound 
for Dixie to try to unify alone.” 
Should Dixie attempt to “ go it 
alone” as a unified district, “ how 
can they ever repay us for our in­ 
terest in Terra Linda High School 
when they’re practically a desti­ 
tute district?” asked Bagshaw. 
Board chairman C. Paul Bettini 


noted that the San Rafael board 
had repeatedly gone on record 
favoring unification but the Dixie 
board “ has never reacted. . . . I 
don’t think they really sincerely 
want to do it.” 


Summed up b o a r d member 
Carl J. Brown: “ They’ve inferred 
they don’t want to unify, but they 
won’t come out and say so.” 


Bagshaw said the county com­ 
mittee had overlooked the effect 
on residents of Santa Venetia and 
the Hartzell School area if a uni­ 
fied district were created with 
the ridge between the two valleys 
as boundary — a proposal put 
forward by some Dixie trustees. 
Supt. Bert C. Corona said such a 
split would mean a tax increase 
of $1 to $1.50 per $100 assessed 
valuation for residents of those 
areas.

G A IN ESVILLE, Ga. (UPD — 
After more than 40 years in the 
newspaper 
business, 
63-year- 
old Houston Brown is a cub 
reporter for the Daily Times 
of Gainesville. 
Brown, who has worked on 
south Southern and Northern 
newspapers, is a one-man news 
bureau for the Times in the 
picturesque N o r t h Georgia 
county of Habersham. 
Brown waited until he “ re­ 
tired” to get into the writing 
end of the newspaper busi­ 
ness. 
He broke in on t h e 
Florence, Ala., Times doing 
a little of everything except 
reporting. 
Soon afterwards 
he joined the Montgomery 
Advertiser and became state 
editor. 
His later editorial career was 
spent in such papers as the 
Birmingham, Ala., Post-Herald, 
the Canandaigua, N. Y., Daily 
Messenger, New York Daily 
News and the Ixmg Branch, 
N. J., Daily Record. 
But it wasn’t until B r ow n 
reached his golden years that ■ 
he finally managed to become 
a reporter — admittedly his 
first love. He went to Atlanta, 
where his son works for a 
newspaper, with thoughts of re­ 
tiring. But Daily Times editor 
Sylvan Meyer heard of Brown 
and hired him. 
Eventually he ended up in 
the small town of Cornelia 
in Habersham County as the 
Times’ “ news bureau.” 
His 
portable typewriter livens up 
his hotel room there and the 
copy he turns out livens 
things up in the Daily Times, 
which is pushing circulation 
in the neighboring county. 
I 
Brown sayi he had to over­ 
come some resistance to report- 


ing the news in Habersham. 
Citiy councils in those North 
Georgia mountains were not 
used to having a reporter ask 
about their business, much less 
sit in the meetings. He was ask­ 
ed to leave on occasions. But 
slowly he began to be accepted 
— most of the time they sort of 
like “ being in the paper,” he 
said. 
Brown gels around rapidly 
on his beat. One day he’s in the 
upper end of the county cover­ 
ing court and the next morn­ 
ing he's up at four, taking notes 
on a fire in another section. He 
gathers gossip along the way 
for his column, “ Apple Bar­ 
rel.” 


Usually by 9 a.m. each day 
he has checked his spot nows 
sources

He finds competition among 
papers and reporters not as 
thick as it used to be.

faces of the meat, one side at a 
time, as follows: 
1. Thoroughly moisten the sur­ 
face of the meat with water—pat 
the water on from the faucet 
with your fingers, use a pastry 
brush or draw a wet fork across 
the surface.

3. Coals are ready when gray, 
shot with a ruddy glow. Place 
ribs, meaty side down, on grill 
set 6 inches above coals; barbe­ 
cue 30 minutes; turn, brush with 
Western Barbecue Sauce. Con­ 
tinue to cook until crispy brown 
and well done—a total of 1 to 1’ 2 
hours, frequently turning and 
brushing with sauce. During last

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Astronomers Are New Kind 
Of National Hero For U.S.

LOS ANGELES UP—You have 
probably never met one. 
They’re noctural, mostly, and 
dwell on mountain tops in silvery 
domes that open only at night. 
But they do come down into the 
cities occasionally, to greet their 
wives, kiss their children 
and 
pick up fresh supplies. 


Yew could, conceivably, bump 
Into one. 
If you do and his clothes look 
a little rumpled, it’s probably he-1 
cause they’ve been on him all 
night, neglected while he gazed 
at sights in time and space that 
only his kind can see. 


If you talk to him 
and his 
words have little meaning to you 
it’s because he thinks in a poly­ 
glot jargon of technical term s in­ 
vented to convey ideas beyond 
the ken of ordinary mortals. 


If he seems like he’s from an­ 
other world—it’s because that is 
what he deals with most of the 
tim e: Other worlds 


But treasure the meeting — 
you’ve just met a new kind of 
national hero. 


He’s an astronomer. 


The blazing dawn of the space 
age has thrown a sudden light of 
public recognition on this savant 
of the night. 


Once he wore black robes and 
peaked cap, and ordinary folk 
thought he could tell the future 
from the stars. 


When it became a national goal i 
to rocket humans Into the hostile 
environment of the 
moon 
and 
planets, 
only 
the 
astronomer 
could plot the trajectories and 
guess what the explorers would 
encounter on their arrival. 
Before the space age opened 
with the launching of man-made 
satellites in 1957, the biggest sin­ 
gle sum of money astronomers 
had ever been given to spend was 
6 million dollars in private funds 
—the cost of the 200-inch tele­ 
scope on Palom ar Mountain in 
Southern California. 


Since 1957. about 50 million dol­ 
lars in government money has 
been granted by the National Sci­ 
ence Foundation to Kitt Peak Na­ 
tional 
Observatory 
at 
Tucson, j 
Ariz., and the National R a d i o s 
Astronomy Observatory at Green 
Bank, W. Va. 


Even greater expenditures are 
planned for a new astronomical 
center being developed by f i v e 
European nations and this coun­ 
try on the peaks of 
northern 
Chile. 


A few years ago discovery that 
the atmosphere of Mars was even 
thinner than supposed would have 
rated attention only in scientific 
journals. Today it wins headlines 
in newspapers all over the world 
—because it means more millions 
than 
planned 
must 
be 
spent 
learning how to soft-land instru­ 
ments and men safely on that 
most earth-like of planets. 


When the huge telescope on 
Palom ar Mountain 100 miles south 
of Los Angeles was opened to 
public view in 1948. non-profes­ 
sional visitors were rare. L a s t 


year 
more 
than 
15.000 had a 
glimpse through the giant glass 
eye of light from objects trillions 
of miles away. 
In 1957, the nation’s universi-; 
ties counted 108 graduates in as- j 
tronomy. By last 
summer 
the 
number had risen to 524 and hun 
dreds 
more 
were 
rejected 
for 
lack of facilities. 
The star-gazer’s formal train­ 
ing lasts as long as a physician's. 
Twenty years or more of study 
pass before he w ins his doctorate 
The astronomer todav must he 


a 
m aster of m athematics and 
physics. 
He must also know geology and 
chem istry, so he can understand 
the make-up of other planets; bi­ 
ology and botany; electronics and 
engineering; the new science of 
nuclear energy, because the sun 
r.nd 
other 
stars 
are 
hydrogen 
bombs in endless explosion; four 
*o six foreign languages; and pub­ 
lic 
affairs, 
because 
today 
he 
spends a great deal of p u b l i c 
money and consequently is in­ 
volved in politics.

CAIRO (W PS)— Egyptians use 
every possible occasion to engage 
in their favorite sport of match-' 
ing wits with each other. It ex­ 
tends not only to haggling end­ 
lessly over prices to “ get the best 
of the bargain,” but even to using 
the telephone and riding in an 
elevator. 


This correspondent was recent­ 
ly descending, in a self-service 
elevator, from an upper floor of 
an office building. Also in the 
elevator was a little man who 
seemed so polite and pleasant 
that I was somewhat ama7*xi at 
what ensued when the elevator 


made a stop at the fifth floor. A 
gentleman waiting there asked, 
before stepping in; “ Are you go­ 
ing up or down?” 
“ Oh no, Effendi.” »he man be­ 
side me said quickly. “ Are YOU | 
going up or down?” 
The gentleman hesitated, then 
conceded he was going down. 


“ Ah, too bad, Effendi." mv 
| companion said with a triumph­ 
ant smile. “ W E’RE going up!” 
Whereupon the door closed and 
we descended. He beamed proud­ 
ly, clearly expecting me to do 
the same. After all, he had won 
his first round of the day in the

In using a telephone the rules 
of the outwitting game are a bit 
different.

And she would probably still 
be answering such questions if 
she had not finally hung up in 
despair. 
Then there is the coffee proto­ 
col that accompanies the sale of 
products not in the minimum 


price bracket. 
For a Westerner j 
trying to make one last purchase 
before his plane takes off, this 
can be absolutely maddening.

American 
business man whom 1 was seeing 
off to the airport noticed on the 
wav an attractive camel saddle 
in a shop in Cairo’.'

Blossoms For 


Coal Miners

BRUSSELS <UPD— In the min­ 
ing inwns of Belgium, Turkish 
workers are so prized they are 
the objects of an underground 
“ recruitment” racket that is 
costing Belgian mine owners 
both workers and money. 
Last year, labor-hungry Bel­ 
gium concluded an agreement 
with Turkey allowing recruit­ 
ment of an unlimited number 
of workers there. Since then, 
about 5,000 Turks have come to 
boost 
the 
mining 
industry's 
labor force of 63.000, more than 
half of whom are foreigners 
And each week there are about 
60 new arrivals 
At first, mine managements 
thought they had found a de­ 
p e n d a b l e new reservoir of 
strong, willing workers, some 
of whom had worked as miner> 
in their own country and all of 
whom showed they could quick­ 
ly adapt themselves to Belgian 
conditions. But recently they 
discovered 
that 
their labor 
force was dwindling mysteri­ 
ously, with mines in the Charle- 
roi-Basse-Sambre basin losing 
up to 20 per cent of their Turk- 
; ish recruits within a few weeks. 
An investigation showed the 
men were being enticed away 
by a new kind of racketeer 
who “ kidnaped” workers with 
promises of better working con­ 
ditions and higher pay just 
across the border, in Holland 
and West Germany. 
When police were called in 
to check on the activities of 
these underground “ recruiters” 
they found many of them were 
Turks, used by foreign employ­ 
ers to contact their fellow coun­ 
trymen and persuade them to 
break their contracts. P o l i c e 
even pinpointed their head­ 
quarters, a cafe in Charleroi. 
T h e s e recruiting activities 
have so far cost Belgian mine 
managements an estimated one 
million francs ($20.000). 
A Belgian mining spokesman 
said. 
‘ W’e s p en d at least 7,000 
francs ($140) per i m p o r t e d 
Turkish laborer in transport 
and basic training This is not 
’ counting the housing and so­ 
cial services we provide when 
the men are here. 
“ It is obviously a good deal 
easier for Dutch and German 
employers to send their recruit­ 
ing agents to Belgium and get 
labor here. 
“ And they are very cunning 
about it. They wait until the 
new arrivals are more or less 
| familiar with one European 
language, 
either 
French 
or 
Flemish, and with the job they 
i were hired for. Then they get a 
few men out with promises of 
better work and more pay. 
Finally, these men are sent 
back as “ recruiters” to per­ 
suade their mates to break the 
| one-year contract they have 
have with us.” 
The management of a mining 
combine in the Charleroi area 
has asked the local court to 
step in, but the legal experts 
say little can be done except 
prosecute foreign workers for 
breach of contract. There is 
nothing illegal about foreigners 
changing their place of employ- 
men if the receiving country 
grants them a w’ork permit. 
But 
recently the manage­ 
ment of one important mine 
found a weapon to fight back 
with- a Turk who had been re­ 
cruited to work in Holland but 
failed to find there what had 
been promised. This man wrote 
a letter to his workmates in 
Charleroi urging them not to 
fall for the blandishments of 
recruiting 
agents 
and 
stay 
where they were. 
The letter was photographed 
and distributed among the en­ 
tire Turkish community.

State's Numerous Special Service 
Districts May Need Depth Review 


By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS1 - The 
special district form of govern­ 
ment in California, whereby 
“ special” problems not the con­ 
cern of all the taxpayers are 
cared for, is being apparently 
overworked. Nonetheless, there 
is much to be said for this type 
of operation. 
State Controller Alan Cran­ 
ston. in a recent report, noted 
that one dollar out of every six 
reached the coffers of a special 
district when the governments 
of cities and counties dip into 
the taxpayers’ pockets for the 
annual take. 


THE STATE HAS 3.342 special 
districts, all of them able to 
levy taxes, and all of them able 
to spend this tax money for 
some particular purpose. 
These purposes range from 
fire protection, flood control, 
recreation, 
water of various 
sorts, reclamation, sanitation, 
etc., to highway and street light­ 
ing. 


The special districts, and it 
should be noted these do not 
include irrigation or school dis­ 
tricts, which are provided for 
under separate sections of the 
law.

RESULT IS THAT when the 
taxpayer gets his bill, and fig­ 
ures his assessment against the 
county tax rate, results are sur­ 
prising.

The 
system looked like a good one, 
so the developments continued 
for other area developments, 
the latest of which has been 
the community service areas. 
These districts are authorized 
to perform almost any service 
for the areas they cover, and 
were formed particularly to 
serve in the stead of a city gov­ 
ernment. That is, areas formed 
community service districts in­ 
stead of incorporating into cities 
to avoid, if possible, establish­ 
ment of a separate city govern­ 
ment. Usually, the county board 
of supervisors is the governing 
body of these community service 
districts. 


GENERALLY, the administra­ 
tive cost of operating a special 
service district is small, due to 
the fact that administration is 
incorporated into the already 
established county government. 
On the other hand, the size 
and bite of tax assessments into 
the roils may eventually call for 
some type of survey of all spe­ 
cial districts, with a view to 
combining the operation where 
feasible. 
The general question is wheth­ 
er some of the services provided 
by the special districts should 
not be more generalized and 
more of a responsibility of all 
taxpayers, rather than merely 
a few, at least on a county-wide 
basis. 
This easily could meet some 
opposition from those districts 
which are functioning for one 
area alone.

Tax Withholding 
Cut An Illusion? 


Editor, Independent-Joumal: 


The Internal Revenue Service 
has recently issued a document 
(No. 5536) which is a Notice to 
Employers, advising employers 
that the new withholding rate 
tables under the Revenue Act of 
1964, effective about March 5, 
1964, may not be adequate to 
cover the income tax liability of 
most individual income tax pay­ 
ers. The document suggests that 
this was intentionally done by 
the Treasury Department 
in 
order to “relieve employers of 
having to make two successive 
withholding rate changes (one 
for 1964, one for 1965 > by mak­ 
ing a one-step reduction from 
the former 18 per cent rate to 
the 14 per cent rate, which will 
continue into 1965 and thereaf­ 
ter.” 
In my opinion, it seems doubt­ 
ful that this was the intention of 
the Treasury Department and 
the present administration; that 
this was done for the conven­ 
ience of the employers who are 
the collecting agents for the 
government of the withholding 
taxes from individual earnings. 
The fact that the 1964 law re­ 
duces tax rates in two step s- 
one for 1964 and the other for 
1965 — would not create any 
further burdens for employers, 
but would merely require the 
Treasury Department to issue 
proper withholding rate tables 
for each of the years. As it is 
now. almost every year em­ 
ployers have to refer to revised 
tables for other types of payroll 
taxes. . . . So one more revision 
seems unimportant. 
I believe that generally most 
salaried 
employees 
are 
not 
aware that the increase they 
now see in their pay checks is 
greater than it should be be­ 
cause the tax that is being with­ 
held from their current earnings 
is inadequate to cover their tax 
liability for 1964. The document 
notifies employers that they can 
be of help to their employees by 
advising them of this situation 
and attempting to explain the 
complicated 
calculations that 


would be required by employees 
in order to avoid a tax balance 
due for the year. 
. . . We have advised our 
doctor-clients to tell their em­ 
ployees that the simplest way 
for them to correct this would 
be to claim one less exemption 
than they are legally entitled to 
claim. This, of course, would 
increase the amount withheld 
from each pay check and de­ 
crease the current “take-home 
pay.” 
I feel it is the duty of the 
government to notify the gen­ 
eral public of this situation. 
However, I do not believe the 
government will do so, and the 
general public will not become 
aware of the situation until 
some time in 1965 when they 
file their 1964 income tax re­ 
turns and discover that they 
have a balance due rather than 
the refund that most salaried 
tax payers are accustomed to 
receiving. 
Coincidentally, 
the 
voters become aware of this 
after the November elections, 
whereas I think the popular be­ 
lief of most people is that the 
present administration legislated 
tax laws which put additional 
money in their pockets.. . .

THE ALLFN-SCOTT REPORT 
Congo Might Become 
Like Vietnam For U.S. 


WASHINGTON — President 
Lyndon B. Johnson is facing a 
decision on U. S. military in­ 
volvement in the Congo as omi­ 
nous as those being pondered 
in South Vietnam and Laos. 


WITH THE LAST of the U. N. 
peace-keeping force due to leave 
that strife-torn nation by June 
30. the president must decide 
whether to send hundreds of 
U. S. military technicians and 
advisers to aid the Congolese 
army or sit idly by while the 
Communist - inspired guerrilla 
warfare spreads. 
Congressional leaders warn 
that the Congo will blow up 
completely 
when 
the 
U. N. 
peace - keeping mandate runs 
out unless the U. S. acts swiftly 
to bolster Gen. Joseph Mobutu's 
hard-pressed 35.000-man army. 


WITH THE U. N. command 
about to turn over more than 
10 million dollars worth of U. S. 
military equipment to the Con­ 
golese, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
want U. S. advisers on hand to 
see that these arms do not fall 
into rebel hands as they report­ 
edly have in past transfers. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
vigorously opposed to increas­ 
ing the U. S. military commit­ 
ment, is making one last effort 
to get Premier Adoula to re­ 
quest troops from Nigeria, Ethi­ 
opia and Tunisia to take over 
the U. N. peace-keeping effort. 
Adoula is reportedly willing, 
but the Congolese army officials 
are balking on the ground that 
asking new help would reflect 
on their capability and actually 
play into the rebels’ hands. 
Estimated at 7,000, the rebel 
forces have been getting their 
leadership from the Chinese 
Communist embassy in Bujum­ 
bura, capital of neighboring Bu-

rundi, and from the leftist Con­ 
golese exiles of the National 
Liberation Committee, financed 
by Russia. 


U. S. INTELLIGENCE authori­ 
ties warn that these Communist- 
led rebels will be able to wage 
guerrilla warfare in Kivu and 
North Katanga provinces for 
years unless their arms supplies 
are cut off and basic U. S. and 
Congolese policies are changed. 
One of the most controversial 
is the joint U. S.-Congo policy 
of covertly channeling aid to 
the 
Angola 
rebels operating 
from camps within the Congo. 
These forces, which are feed­ 
ing some of their arms to the 
Communist-led insurgents in the 
Congo, are being equipped with 
U. S. weapons, including some 
with U. N. markings. 


THE ALARMING evidence in­ 
dicates that these weapons were 
turned over to the Angola rebe’s 
by the Congolese government 
after being received from de­ 
parting U. N. forces. U. S. em­ 
bassy officials in Leopoldville 
have strict instructions from 
Washington not to interfere in 
these operations. 
Because of the wide-ranging 
differences in traditions and 
customs of the 100-odd tribes 
that make up the Congo, many 
African experts do not believe 
this U. S. objective can be 
achieved within the next 50 
years, regardless of the amount 
of money the U. S. pours into 
that nation.

Just Think What You're Missing 


When You Don't Read The Fillers 


DID YOU KNOW that Mount 
Kilimanjaro was first seen by 
a non-African in 1848? 
Or did you know that an esti­ 
mated five million Peruvians 
speak only Quechua? 
Or that the black walnut is 
prized for its dark, lustrous 
color and fine grain? 
If all this is news to you, it 
means you haven’t been follow­ 
ing the fillers. 
You’ve been 
missing one of the delights of 
newspaper reading. 


A F IL L E R IS the thing a hur­ 
ried compositor grabs when he 
wants to fill a hole in the 
bottom of a column of type. 
Usually a filler is a little known 
fact, something to make the 
reader exclaim: "Well, what 
do you know!” 
But the variety of subject 
matter has no limit. The little 
paragraphs bring us facts from 
all points of the world. Often 
they deal with the animal king­ 
dom and just as often they 
delve into history, horticulture, 
geography, geology and so on. 
If you don’t read them, your 
store of useless facts will suf­ 
fer. Sometimes the fillers are 
provocative to a degree. For 
instance: 
"Six-year-old wild chimpan­ 
zees often leave the family cir­ 
cle for two or three days at a 
time.” 


THIS 
STATEMENT, 
some­ 
what slanderous and suggestive 
if you happen to be a chimpan­ 
zee, is offered without any at­ 
tribution. 
Newspapers 
rarely 
get away with that, except in 
fillers. 
Sometimes the fillers clash. 
These two, for instance, ap­ 
peared in the same issue of the 
I-J: 
"The way of life on Cyprus 
has changed little in centu­ 
ries.” 


And: 


"Light industry has been 
expanded in Cyprus in recent 
years.” 


This was evidently the spe­ 
cial Cyprus issue of the I-J. 


BUT 
GETTING 
BACK 
to 
those six-year-old wild chimpan­ 
zees, it seems that a yarn like 
that needs a headline. It isn’t 
right to drop it in unheralded 
at the bottom of a column just 
because the reporter covering 
the Larkspur City Council ran 
out of gas and could not think 
of another thing to say. (That’s 
never troubled the council.) 
No, those chimpanzees should 
get special treatment. Some­ 
thing like: 


"Wild Monk's Three Nights 
On The Town.” 


Jungle.” 


After all, it’s an 
exciting 
story. Most fillers are. with a 
little imagination. 


WASHINGTON—There are all 
these fellows in the lifeboat. 
There are Nelson, and Bill, and 
George, and Harold, and Cabot 
and Dick, and they had been 
put adrift by Captain Barry and 
his ruthless crew. 


They are rowing to shore to 
get some help. The lifeboat is 
creaky and the water is rough. 


D ICK SHOUTS encourage­ 
ment: "Don’t worry, men, we’ll 
make it!" 


"Why don’t you row?” Nelson 
asks him. 
“ I didn’t say T would row,” 
Dick replies. 


Well, if you won’t row.” Bill 
says, "you can bail the water 
out of the boat." 
Dick grabs a pail but instead 
of bailing water out of the boat, 
he puts more water into it. 
"What the hell are you do­ 
ing*1” George says. 
" I ’m bailing,” Dick says. 


"No, you’ie not. You’re try­ 
ing to sink us all,” Harold says. 
"That’s a terrible thing to 
accuse me of,” Dick says "If it 
wasn’t for me and Ike, you 
wouldn’t be in this boat.”

"When they 
exhaust themselves. I’ll be cap­ 
tain of the boat and it wiU be 
like old times.” 
The land is still far off and 
can barely be seen as the sun 
is setting. The men, weary and 
thirsty pull at the oars. Except 
for Dick, who quietly slips the 
anchor over the side. 


"COME ON, FELLOWS,” he 
shouts. "Row, row, row ”

July 4th Holiday 


Traffic Deaths 


May Go To 550 


CHICAGO UR — The National 
Safety Council estimated yester­ 
day that between 450 and 550 per­ 
sons could be killed in traffic dur­ 
ing the July 4 holiday weekend. 
This would compare, the coun­ 
cil said, with an average of 425 
deaths for a nonholiday weekend 
of identical length in July. 
The council defined the holiday 
travel period as extending from 
6 p.m. local time Thursday, July 
2, to midnight Sunday, July 5. 
Over the Memorial Day week­ 
end. a period of the same length, 
there were 431 traffic fatalities. 
This compared with 418 deaths in 
a nonholiday period of e q u a l 
length two weeks earlier. The 
holiday toll broke the record of 
371 for a three-day observance set 
in 1958.

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Drug Watchdog 
Warns About 
Responsibility 


U.S. Aide Tells 
O f Potentials 
For Doing Harm 


SAN FRANCISCO UD — 
The nation’s new watchdog 
over drugs told physicians 
yesterday they share wi t h 
the government “a mutual 
responsibility in the careful 
and judicious administra­ 
tion of medications.” 
Noting that the potency 
}f drugs is rising. Dr. Jo­ 
seph F. Sadusk. medical director 
of the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion. cautioned that their com­ 
plexity and potentiality for harm 
also has increased. 


CLOSER RELATIONS 
His address, first in recent 
years by an FDA medical direc­ 
tor before a national convention 
of the AMA, was billed as part 
of a program for closer relation­ 
ship between the federal agen­ 
cy and physicians. 
Dr. Sadusk said the FDA “to a 
certain extent” can see that ade­ 
quate safeguards are provided. 
But, he added, “We must also 
depend on the physician to apply j 
the principles of balancing effi- j 
cacy against toxicity at the in-! 
dividual patient level. 
“The doctor must decide in the i 
light of a drug’s potential tox­ 
icity that its use is warranted' 
for his patient.” 


LIMITS USE 
Dr. Sadusk explained the FDA’s 
recent action in allowing the drug 
pamate to return to the market ; 
under drastically revised label­ 
ing which limits its use to severe : 
cases of mental depression. 
He said a medical review indi­ 
cated there was a “highly prob­ 
able casual relationship in only 
seven of 38 cases of stroke among 
patients taking pamate. 
“We concluded that it was a 
drug capable of severe side reac­ 
tions, 
some 
even 
leading 
to 
death,” he said, “but that these 
serious reactions were seemingly 
low in incidence. 
“Nonetheless it remains clear 
that the use of pamate calls for 
continuing care on the part of the 
physicians, not only from the 
aspect of selecting patients care­ 
fully but also from the point of 
careful observation and follow- 
up of the patient.”

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oung Germans Are Tiring 


Of Taking Blame For Hitler 


Rv JOHN DORNBERO 
BONN (WPS1—Ever since Ger-! 
many’s surrender in 1945, the 
people of West Germany h a v e 
been told continuously that they 
must atone tor the crimes of the 
Third Beich by paying compensa-< 
tion to the regime’s victims, by 
punishing the guilty, by expur­ 
gating the sinister idea of the 
Hitler era and by embracing de­ 
mocracy. 


This t»as ‘‘the law” during 
the brief postwar occupation 
period, and it has been the 
pronounced policy of W e s t 
Germany’s leaders in govern- 
I ment. the churches, education 
and culture since then. 


Lately, however, a new trend 
has been taking shape. West Ger­ 
mans are tiring of attempts at 
self-flagellation and are demon­ 
strating 
resentment 
at 
being 
made history’s whipping boy. 
This is particularly true of 
West Germany’s younger genera­ 
tion which, with increasing fre­ 
quency, is asking why it must 
atone for the crime of its fathers 


I 
Says a fairly typical 21-year- 
old student: “ I am ashamed of 
what happened in Germany be­ 
tween 193.*! and 1945 and I am 
ashamed of the fact that my 
father was a Nazi. But what 
more do you want? It isn’t 
something I did. Why, for ex­ 
ample, should 1 have to pay the 
penalty in the form of indem­ 
nification to Jew s?” 


There is hardly a facet of life 
In Germany these days where 
mounting resentment does not 
display itself. Among political 
leaders, left and right, in schools 
and in the daily press there is 
growing talk about declaring a 
general amnesty for all men now 
serving war crimes sentences or 
still facing prosecution before the 
statute of limitations takes effect 
in May 1965. 


War crimes trials, such as the 
marathon 
Auschwitz 
case 
in 
Frankfurt, are being held in near­ 
ly every major city of West Ger­ 
many. The newspapers are filled 
with daily reports about them 
But most Germans, young and 
old, say they don’t want to hear 
about it any more. 


“ Of course the guilty should be 
punished,” says a 25-vear-old in­ 
surance salesman. “ But what’s 
done is done. The world should 
let us look toward the future, not 
always the grim past.” 
Eeven former waves of abhor- 
ence caused by the occasional ex­ 
posure of ex-Nazis in Germany’s 
civil service and public office 
have now subsided to ripples. 


For example, the nation mere­ 
ly shrugged when the F r e e 
Democratic 
Party 
nominated 
Federal Justice Minister Ewald 
Bucher as its candidates in the 
election (July 1) of a successor 
to president Luehke. Bucher 
was a Nazi party member from 
1937 to 1945 and an active Hit­ 
ler Youth member. 


Bucher never denied his past, 
and has publicly condemned it as 
an act of brash immaturity. Still, 
it is a reflection of the new atti­ 
tude developing here in West Ger­ 
many that a man with Bucher’s 
record would seriously be recom­ 
mended as a candidate for such 
a high government post. 
The bite of the refugees and 
expellees from the Sudetenland. 
East Prussia. Pomerania and Si­ 
lesia is becoming increasingly 
less dangerous as their bark gets j 
louder. Nevertheless, the b a r k 
has now become so loud that Fed­ 
eral Transport Minister H a n s 
Christoph Seebohm. leader of the 
Sudeten German Association has 
not hesitated to declare publicly 
that Hitler’s 1938 Munich pact 
with Chamberlain is still valid 
and that the Sudetenland. “ which 
was robbed from us,” is legally 
German. Seebohm received a re­ 
buke from Chancellor Ludwig E r­ 
hard. but that was all. 


The greatest source of the 
growing resentment seems to 
be the program of restitution 
and compensation to victims of 
Nazi persecution. For example, 
the new German attitude is to 
turn a deaf ear to requests by 
persecutee 
organizations 
to 
amend the present laws so that 
an estimated 100,000 Nazi vie-

tims, who escaped from their 
East European homelands after 
the indemnification law’s cut­ 
off date, he allowed to f i l e 
claims. 


Slogans which read “ 40 billion 
marks for indemnification? Nev­ 
er!” have been found rubber- 
stamped on the walls of public 
restrooms for years. They are not 
new. But a federal finance min­ 
ister who equates indemnification 
to Nazi persecutees with welfare 
and insists Germany has no legal 
obligation to pay—as Rolf Dahl- 
gruen does—is new 
And he is 


merely reflecting the views of his 
constituents. 
“ I don’t see why I should have 
to pay faxes to finance 4 billion 
dollars in indemnification,” says 
a 20-vear-old secretary. 
When she is reminded that 
she is also paying taxes to fi­ 
nance 4 billion dollars in pen­ 
sions 
to 
ex-Nazis, 
she 
says 
simply: “ That different. After 
all. they get the pensions for 
government service performed 
before the Nazi regime or for 
things that had nothing to do 
with Hitler.” 
Views such as these are gain­ 


ing in acceptance as young Ger­ 
mans tire of taking the blame for 
what they feel was not their do­ 
ing, and as the younger genera­ 
tion wins a larger say in the af­ 
fairs of German government.
